THE FROST FREE LIBRARY 


To the president and trustees of the Frost Free 
Library. The librarian submits the following report for 
the year, October 1, 1957 to October 1, 1958. 

The library was open 149 days. 

The total circulation of books and periodicals was 
6457. Of this number 2465 were juvenile fiction, 316 juv- 
enile non-fiction, 1563 were adult fiction, 475 adult non- 
fiction. Circulation of periodicals and pamphlets was 
1638. Forty-three non-fiction books were borrowed from 
the State Library for students and teachers. 

The usefulness of our library should not be judged 
by circulation figures for of equal importance is the in- 
formation asked for and found in our library or secured 
from State Library. . 

We have borrowed over 600 books from the State 
Bookmobile this past year. The bookmobile visits our li- 
brary every eight weeks. 

There were 148 new books purchased this year. There 
have been many books given by generous patrons of the 
library. The outstanding purchases in non-fiction were: 

Picture History of Painting by H. W. and Dora Janson. 

Flower Arranging, Better Homes and Gardens 

Three Hundred Years of American Painting by Alex- 
ander Eliot, pub. by Time Incorp. 

The library has observed the holidays during the 
year with special displays of books and posters. The out- 
standing event of the year was the celebration of the first 
NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK held March 16th to the 
22nd. Mrs. Elizabeth Richards, our local chairman and 
her committee did a fine job with special exhibits of books 
and posters in the Legion Hall windows informing the 
towns people the services of our library. Notices were sent 
home by each child from school explaining the purpose 
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and activities of the week. Local organizations were con- 
tacted and asked to announce the observance of National 
Library Week, inviting all to visit our library. The week 
proved to be a busy one. Many people visited our library 
and couldn’t resist the temptation to take a book. The 
special display of books borrowed from the State Library 
were enjoyed by all who browsed through them.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF 
MARLBORO SCHOOLS 


Dr. Charles L. Bowlby, Supt. of Schools 
Marlboro, New Hampshire 


My annual report is attached for your consideration 
and publication if you wish. As usual I have tried to make 
the report as current as possible and rather than having 
it coincide with the fiscal year, I have covered the one 
year period since the last report submitted on January 31, 
1958. I shall attempt to comply with requests and make 
this report much briefer than in past years. 


Enrollment of Pupils 


I think a report on the enrollment is necessary in 
order to get a basic picture of the school. You will notice 
that there has been no tremendous change in totals but 
the trend is indicated. We have had an increase in the 
number of tuition pupils due mainly to the greater num- 
ber attending our high school from neighboring towns. 
We now have a total of 31 tuition pupils.

Only inconsequential changes have occurred in these 
numbers since September. 


STAFF 

Only a few changes were necessary in our staff. Miss 
Frances Perrin, teacher of grade four, resigned to get 
married and Mr. John Burnham, sixth grade teacher, re- 
signed to accept a position in a nearby city system. Mrs. 
Burnham became the new teacher in grade four and Mr. 
John Couture, a 1958 graduate of Keene Teachers Col- 
lege, is now teaching grade five with Mrs. Hastings having 
moved from there to grade six. Shortly after school began, 
the school board agreed to hire a part-time teacher to 
assist with grade one when there were forty pupils en- 
rolled. Mrs. Marie Forcier was abtained to teach part of 
each session in that area thereby increasing the educa- 
tional opportunity of those children. 

In the upper grades Mrs. Ann Gaseau resigned from 
the Commercial Department and her place is being taken 
by Miss Ann Boucher a graduate of Plymouth Teachers 
College. Mr. Fred Norris who previously taught in Hamp- 
stead has been added to the staff and is teaching Science 
and Mathematics. All of the new staff members are cap- 
ably performing their duties. 

There have been no changes in the areas of special 
teachers, custodians or lunch room personnel. 


PUPIL SUCCESS 
It seems that something always needs to be said re- 
garding the performance of our pupils. It is difficult to 
do this year after year and not repeat what has been said 
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before. In general our pupils are doing work that ranges 
from excellent to acceptable. There are a few pupils whose 
work is of poor quality and in most of these instances the 
pupil has the ability necessary to improve it. I wish to 
point out however, that the school can do only so much 
for such pupils. These boys and girls must be encouraged 
and disciplined in the home to increase their efforts. 

As stated in my last report, standards in post-secon- 
dary institutions are being pushed up and the high school 
graduate who hopes to get advanced training must be 
ready to meet these new demands upon his record. We 
realize that it is our job to enable him to become thus 
prepared and consequently we must hold to rigid stand- 
ards. Doing more work and doing it better than ever be- 
fore calls for increased output by all concerned including 
the students. 

Many parents come to school for conferences for vari- 
ous reasons during a year. This is usually very worth- 
while and it would be helpful if more of them came. One 
point often discussed is the problem of homework. This 
point has been made in my reports before but it is more 
important now than ever before that our students do work 
outside of school. In fact if we are going to approach the 
standards set for us and get our students prepared to 
meet what they will face in post secondary institutions we 
must teach more material and teach it so it will be re- 
tained. This obviously calls for more effort on the part of 
the student. There should be no doubt in the minds of 
any parents about homework. Any student who is en- 
rolled in a normal program of four or more units is not 
doing justice to his program unless he is studying outside 
of school hours. The amount needed will vary depending 
upon the student’s ability and the content of his pro- 
eram but it should probably not get below ten hours per 
week in any case. 


ATTENDANCE 
We have no serious attendance problems. In general 
our students have excellent records. Most of our absences 
occur among about ten per cent of the enrollment. I be- 
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lieve that some of it would be eliminated if the parents 
gave more thought to the extent to which one day’s ab- 
sence per week handicaps a pupil. In many instances a 
single day’s absence has an immediate bearing upon the 
quality of at least three days’ school work. Every effort is 
made by the staff to help pupils make up work missed but 
the records indicate that absence is a very definite con- 
tributor to low marks. 


PLANT AND FACILITIES 

The buildings are being maintained in good condi- 
tion. The new building has served us well and is meeting 
expectations. It has been extensively used by our groups in 
an ever expanding regular and extracurricular program. 
Several non-student groups have also used the facilities 
for a variety of purposes. All areas of both buildings are 
in use practically every period of the day with the ex- 
ception of one room in the elementary building. 


REVIEW OF LUNCH PROGRAM 

Our lunch program has continued to operate with no 
advance in prices for several years. It gets more and more 
difficult to keep this a self-supporting proposition. In fact 
at the present time we face an early deficit. We must ad- 
vance prices of the meals or ask for district support soon.

This shows a net loss on the year’s operation of 
$203.40. Compared to knowledge I have of other similar 
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programs, our program comes much closer to being self- 
supporting than many are. 


GRADUATION 


The eighteen members of the Class of 1958 became 
the first students to receive diplomas in the new auditor- 
ium. Graduation exercises concluded a busy week of Com- 
mencement activities. Ten of the eighteen members en- 
rolled for higher education. During the same week twenty- 
eight eighth graders took part in promotion exercises 
and were ready to begin their high school careers. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR PROGRAM 


In an attempt to comply with requests and reduce 
the length of this I am omitting a detailed account of this 
phase of the program. Many student groups work on 
projects, each under the sponsorship of a teacher. We 
try to operate a well rounded program of social activity, 
keeping in mind that pupils learn through these experi- 
ences. Our physical education and athletic groups are 
being well handled and good results are being obtained. 


CONCLUSION 


I feel that our program has been constantly improved 
and can see several ways to make further improvement. 
Our progress in this direction has cost money and further 
progress will cost more money. It seems to me that we 
must face the fact that we are caught in a general up- 
grading of educational standards and we must attempt to 
keep pace. Increased size of classes both at the primary 
level and in the high school area make it necessary to 
add to our staff. I have faith that our people will support 
any reasonable requests as long as results of our program 
continue to show that the needs of the pupils are being 
met.
